OLD AND NEW EX-PRIESTS. 

Ex-priest Luther was in reality no different 
from ex-priest Crowley, or ex-priest Chiniquy or any 
other. Not one of them, at the time of his rebellion, 
dreamt of severing his connection with the Church. 
Chiniquy was tried over and over, but had a weak- 

or drink. Crowley stated in the first book he 

wrote against the Chureh that he never could be any- 
th but a Catholic. He simply had the rebellious 
spirit of Luther, who, at the my ed of his trouble, 
wished to be reconciled to the Church, and even ex- 
his regrets for his first attacks on the Church. 

Chiniquy Shes ht of Protestantism only after 
the Catholic Church was entirely through with him. 
Then he was encouraged to write a book both to in- 
jure the Church against which he*would avenge him- 
self, and to raise money for a livelihood. Enemies of 
the Church saw to it that all kinds of slanders, includ- 
ing such fabrications as Lincoln’s “Dark Cloud” ut- 
terance, would be incorporated in his book. 

It was the same with Crowley: He was goaded 
on by enemies of the Catholic Church to write a book 
which they would help him circulate. Not only the 
Menace and other professedly anti-Catholic sheets, 
but even Protestant religious ga and magazines, 
carried advertisements of his book, on each 
copy of which, of course, Crowley received a royalty. 
- ‘We have been informed recently that a certain organ- 
ization hud a very large edition of Crowley's book 
published, and had a copy sent to Protestant clergy- 
men througiout the country. Luther fared better as 
far as publicity and prestige are concerned, though 
we venture to say that he is not at all elated over this 
in his present condition. Certain civil rulers, who 
wanted favors from some spiritual leader, which the 
Catholic Church would not grant them, backed Luther 
and encouraged his complete ppeery. Had it not 
been for this, his name would have passed into ob- 
livion within a generation, just as that of Chiniquy 
has, and that of Crowley will, 

Luther’s rebellion succeeded because his was the 
first new Protestant religion. Since his day so many 
different religions have been promulgated, covering 
every imaginable plan of salvation, that no ex-priest 
now could hope to succeed by Luther’s method. To- 
day the best historians have no good word to say 
about the sixteenth century ex-priest and reformer 
ae was swayed by the two passions of pride and 
ust, 

We might also parallel Henry VIII with some 
other kings and emperors. Emperor Napoleon be- 
came sore at the Church like Henry did, but he never 

retended to declare himself Pope of France, like 

enry did of England. Henry’s two predominant 
faults were those of Luther. Today Anglicans are 
ashamed of Henry, and are doing their best to lead 
others to disown him as the founder of the Church 
of England. 

In our day we have seen Carranza, of Mexico, 
and the President of Guatamala repudiate the ¢ ‘atho- 
lic Church, just as Henry VIII did, but will any in- 
formed indi vidual conclude that the Chureh was at 
fault? The late President of Mexico and of Guata- 
mala have inaugurated measures which were dis- 
honest and tvrannical through and tarough, and in 
order to “put them over” it was necessary to throttle 
the influence of the Church which might condemn 
their injustices and tyrannies. 

Knowing the tactics of the enemies of the Church 
in our day, their bogus oaths and documents, the 
fabricated utterances w hich they place in the mouths 
of men of prominence, it is easy to understand how 
the many fables about Luther, and the many slanders 
published by his followers against the Church, have 
gained widespread crede ne Q,
